Use Flu Germs. 


Doctor Folley In Paris produced the 


sernm for the cure of sleeping sick- 
ness without Isolating the encephali- 
tis lethargica germ at all. but by using 
germs of Influenza, which led him to 
assert that the two are twin diseases 
and caused by the same germ, nnder 
different conditions. 


The same serum with -which he crared 


many cases of Inflneaza tros found 
equally effective In curing sleeping 
sickness. This theory, of twin diseases 
Is borne out In the famous Mrs. Mintz 
case. here, Trher~ the sleeping sickness 
followed a severe attack of Spanish In- 
fluenza. 


.At the office of Doctor Simmers at 


Bellevue It was said that Mount Sinai 
hospital researchers were not ready 
to state positively they had segregated 
the sleeping sickness germ and thai no 
formal announcement of the germ's 
discovery had been Issued. A prelimi- 
nary report had stated the doctors at 
Sfount Siaal had succeeded In finding 
a "^loboid body" of Infinitesimal pro- 
portions which was believed to be the 
possible germ or cause of the disease.
